Effort to Crush the Combine 
Under Provisions of the 
Sherman Act 


COMBINE HAS REFUSED 
T0 PRODUCE BOOKS 


And Government Asks That It 
Be Adjudged in Contempt. 
Government Has Already 
Had Millions Out of the Trust 
But Is Resolved to Crush It. 
Investigation to Be Broad. 


New York. March 3.—Not satisfied 
with the millions received in: payment 
of duty evaded by short weights, in- 
volving the indictment of @he com- 
pany’s secretary, Charles R. Hetke, and 
the conviction of minor employees, the 
United States government is still fight- 
ing hard to crush the American Sugar 
Refining Company under provisions of 
the Sherman anti-trust act. 

Today the scope of the inquiry 
came public when the grand jury 
handed up a presentment for contempt 
against the company for the latter’s 
failure to produce certain books and 
Papers in response to subpoena. 

Broadness of Investigation. 

This presentment in itself is but a 
move of the government to ascertain 
its right to the books in question, but 
its handing up incidentally disclosed 
the nature of the papers demanded and 
afforded a key to the broadness of the 
government's procedure. 

It has been alleged that the Amert- 
ean Sugar Refining Company controls 
90 per cent of the sugar business in 
this country and a hint of its intricate 
relations with various subsidiary cor- 
porations is given in the subpoena. 

It demands, among other things, the 
production of all agreements and other 
instruments “made by the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company or any 
officer thereof with any other person 
or corporation in and about the pur- 
. Chase by said company of stock in 
forty-four companies.” 

The contracts and agreements be- 
tween the American Refining Company 
and the forty-four companies demand- 
ed are then set forth in the present- 
went. 

The order to show cause why the 
“trust” should not be adjudged in con- 
tempt will be signed next week. 
eck Explains Attitude of Company. 

James W. Beck, counse! for the com- 
pany, issued a statement tonight ex- 
Piaining the company’s attitude. 

“My client has no intention to ob- 
Siuct the inquiry now before the grand 
jury,” says the statement. ‘‘The United 
States attorney caused a subpoena, ad- 
dressed to the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company, to be served upon 
Charles R. Heike, the secretary of the 
company, to produce certain books and 
documents. The secretary appeared 
before the grand jury with the letters 
and documents in question, but the 
United States attorney insisted upon 
the surrender by him of the books and 
documents without his being sworn. 

“As the question is a novel one, we 
both thought that it should be submit- 
ted to the court for its decision. and 
such was the purpose of the present- 
ment today.’’

THREE FARMERS — 
SHOT 10 DEAT 
BY CATTLEMAN 


Tragedy Occurred af Citronelle 
Ala, Late Yesterday 
Aflernoon 


KILLING 18 SAID 10 BE 
RESULT OF AN OLD FEUD 


Joseph Stokes, Charles Gold- 
man, David Gortman Shot by 
Lawrence Odum, Who Sur- 
rendered to Deputy Sheriff. 
Declares Men Were Attempt- 
ing to Take His Life. 


Citronelle, Ala., March 3.—Joseph 
Stokes, Charles Goldman and David 
Gortman, farmers, were late this aft- 
ernon shot and killed by Laurence 
Odom, a cattleman, at the latter's 
home, 4 miles from this place. 

After the shooting,Odom surrender-_ 
ed to a deputy sheriff at Citronelle, | 
who, fearing mob violence, telephoned | 
Sheriff Drago at Mobile for assistance. | 
Three deputies were sent to Citronelle 
on the first train, arriving here at 10 
o'clock. 

At 11 o'clock all is quiet, and the 
officers and their prisoner are waiting 
for a train to Mobile. A coroner's in- 
quest is now belng held. 

Odom says the killing was the result 
of an old feud. He says all parties 
were armed. 

Story of Shooting. 

The story as told by Odom is as fol- 

lows: 


“The shooting was the result of an 
old feud. Goldman, Gortman and Stokes 
came to my place northeast of Citron- 
elle about sundown tonight. Charles 
Goldman called and asked me to come 
out, saying, ‘We intend to do you to- 
night.’ I would not come out, and the 
men outside set fire to the grass. I 
saw I was in danger of being burned 
and killed. I came out and was com- 
pelled to shoot Goldman. I met Gort- 
man and Stokes later in the road. They 
moved toward me, and I was com- 
pelled to shoot them.” 


Odom was armed with a doffble-bar- 
reled shotgun, and says that all the 
men he killed were armed: one, Gold- 
man, he claims, had a shotgun. 

Odom Killed a man at Citronelle 
eight or ten years ago, cutting his 
victim’s throat. 

No Witnesses to Killing.

MOONSHINE WORK 
BY OLED WORKERS 


Equal Illicit Whisky Men 
in Dodging Revenue. 


Startling Revelations Regard- 
ing the Manufacture and Sale 
of Oleo—Congressman Mox- 
ley Alleged Backer of Oleo 
“‘Moonshiners.”’ 


Chicago, March 3.—Federal grand 
jury investigation of the oleomargar- 
ine industry in this city was ordered 
by Judge K. M. Landis, in the United 
States district court, late this after- 
noon, after the court had listened to 
testimony given by three men who had 
pleaded guilty to charges of violating 
the internal revenue laws relating to 
the coloring of oleomargarine. The 
name of William J. Moxley, congress- 
man from the sixth Illinois district, as 
ufacturers of the product, figured in 
the hearing. 

Gave Startling Testimory. 

The testimony upon which this ac- 
tion was based was given by Samuel 
Driesbach, Daniel Bortz and William 
Broadwell, dealers in oleomargarine in 
this city. Broadwell was sentenced to 
six years in the federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth and fined $15,000 by 

Landis’ on Monday, but after

further notice. 

Broadwell, who gave the most start- 
ling testimony, appeared as a witness 
un his own account, and acknowledged 
that he did so without any hope of 
leniency. He told of purchasing the 
white oleomargarine from manufac- 
turers, who, he said, furnished him 
with the coloring, and ef his selling 
the illegally colored product to res- 
taurant keepers, hospitals and hotels. 
More than half of the total output of 
the oleomargarine factories in Chicago 
is' sold to “moonshiners,” according to 
the testimony of Broadwell. . 

He Mixed Oleo in Barn. 

Samuel Driesbach told the court in 
detail the course pursued by him and 
others in mixing and selling oleomar- 
garine. He declared that in 1906 he 
mixed oleomargarine in different 
places on the west side of the city, 
principally in barns. He said he went 
under the name of the Jersey Cream- 
ery Company, and mixed about ten 
tubs a day. 

At one point in the examination he 
told of being in a barn mixing the 
product when the place was ratded and 
he escaped by means of a secret stair- 
way which had been built for that 
emergency. Dritesbach said the oleo- 
margarine ‘“‘moonshiners” had an or- 
fanzation to maintain hfgh prices and 
that one of the members had been 
“Slugged” because he cut prices. The 
witness complained that he had paid 
the sluggers and had not been able to 
get reimbursement from the “moon- 
shiners’’’ association. 

The examination touched on differ- 
ent incidents up to the time of the ar- 
rest of the wieness, who declared that 
in the last year he had assisted in dis- 
posing of about 4,000 pounds of unlaw- 
fully colored oleomargarine dally. 

Oleo Stored in Moxley Plant. 


three Mobile deputies started in a trap 
with Odom on the return journey to, 
Mobile, where the prisoner will be 
lodged in the county jail.

Prefer Weat Peachtree Site. 

A large crowd had gathered, for it 
was the first time in years, possibly in 
the history of the street, that a Peach- 
tree rasidence had suddenly and unac- 
countably taken a dislike to its loca- 
tion and decided that .West Peachtree 
was a more favorable location. 

The residence was formerly known 
as 311 Peachtree street, owned by Mrs. 
Berta Swift, who also owns the prop- 
erty right across the street, and all 
the way through the block to West 
Peachtree. 

Recently she decided to build brick 
stores on this location, the new struc- 
ture to be two stories in front and 
three in the rear.

er and entirely too valuable to be dis- 
posed of on the basis of the lumber 
it contains. 

The firm of Pim & Barmore were 
consulted, and they declared that the 
house could be moved across the street 
just as easily as a family can move 
from one house to another, and with 
Just as little disturbance.to the fur- 
nishings. 

To make the move it was necessary 
to cut down several small trees on 
the sidewalk, and several big ones on 
the lot on the other side of the street, 
also to cut thé trolley wire. 

The contractors began their work 
at 12:330 o’clock, and were booked, 
under their agreement, to close up at 
4:30. o'clock, leaving the street free 
to street car company, wagons and 
other traffic.

Foundation {0 Be to Philan- 
thropy What Qil Trust Is 
to Corporations, 


SON OF ROCKEFELLER 
TO: HEAD - FOUNDATION 


John D., Jr., Has Resigned 
From Standard Oil Director- 
ate and Will Devote Life to 
Using Father’s Huge Fortune 
for the Good of All Man- 
kind. 


New York, March 3.—Among chari- 
ties the Rockefeller Foundation is to 
become what the Standard Oi! has long 
been among corporations, and J. D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., as its head, will in 
another sphere of influence perpetu- 
ate the domination so long maintained 
in the world of industry by John D. 
Rockefeller, s., as presdent of the 
Standard. 

The younger Rockefeller announced 
that he had recently retired from the 
directorate of the Standard to assume 
the management of his father’s bene- 
fections, of which he thus becomes 
almoner in chief. No successor has been 
named to fill his place in the oil com- 
pany and from fifteen the board had 
been cut four. 

No Longer Market Factor. 

The announcement was taken in 
Wall street to mean two things—that 
all past estimates of young Rockefel- 
ler’s future must now be revised and 
that hereafter the Rockefeller millions 
will no longer be a market factor. In- 
stead, it is assumed they will pass 
wholly into conservative securities, 
such as it is proper for trust funda, 
savings banks and Mmsurance companies 
to acquire. 

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., is now 33 
vears of age. Greeted on his gradua- 
ticn from Brown University some years 
ago as in prospects the richest young 
man of the world, he now leaves the 
field to J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr., three 
years his elder. Mr., Morgan, Sr., and 
Mr. Rockefeller, Sr.. are both very 
nearly of one age. The former will be 
73 in next April and the latter wag 70 
some months ago. Both are in vigor- 
ous health. VY 

Narrowing of Financial Activities. 

Seen in retrospect, young Rockefel- 


who have been in negotiation for some: 
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ler’s retirement from the Standard Oil 
board, which actually took place on 
January 11, assumes a deeper consist- 
ency with the gradual narrowing in 
recent years of his financial activities 
—a phenomenon not heretofore under- 
stood, as he showed no inclination to 
play the country gentleman, or the 
sporting man, as other sons of million- 
aires, such as Alfred Vanderbilt and 
Foxhall Keene. He is still on the 
directorate of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railway Company 
and the American Linseed Oj] Com- 
pany, and it is Known it is his inten- 
tion to withdraw from these as soon 
as possible. 

His relations with corporate finance 
in the future, it is understood, will 
chiefly consist in conserving the huge 
fortune amassed by his father, rein- 
vesting the income and distributing 
such part of it as may seem wise. 

It is not thought likely the new 
foundation for philanthropy, as pro- 
posed by the bill introduced in the 
United States senate yesterday, will 
assume settled policies for years to 
come, but in this connection, Frederic 
T. Gates, one of the incorporators of 
the foundation, said today that two 
main points had been missed. 

Broad as World. 

“In the first place,” indicated Mr. 
Gates, “every other eleemosenary in- 
stitution has been organized for some 
specific object, and thus limited in its 
sphere of helpfulness. For instance, 
in cases of grave disaster, such as the 
Paris floods, they have been powerless 
to aid. This is not so of the new 
foundation. : 

“Another thing—there are no secta- 
rian boundary lines in the charter of 
the’ new foundation and nothing to 
prevent it from absorbing the work of 
other organizations which have out- 
lived their usefulness under present 
conditions.” 

Mr. Gates was understood to mean 
that there will be a graadual merger 
along familiar lines of the Rockefeller 
charities. Nobody yet ventures to 
name the arr.ount for whichthe founda- 
‘ion will be-endowed, but the general 
understanding among those in the con- 
fidence of the family cincideg with thaat 
of Senator Gallinger, who introduced 
the bill to incorporate the foundation, 
when he said that he believed the bulk 
of the Rockefeller fortune would be 
devoted to the work. ; 

Rockefeller in Stock Market. 

John D. Rockefeller's influence in 
the stock market was a potent one 
during the 1907 panic when he helped 
out many financial Institutions, as well 
as being a heavy buyvr of securities 
at that time. Presumably his fortune 
will continue to be of much influence 
at similar times in the future, but it 
is said that ordinarily it is likely to 
be felt in the stock market only 
through purchases of securities for the 
purpose of investing accrued income.

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TAFT TEMPTS CANNON TO TEST

As Moon made his statement Mur- 
ray could hardly restrain himself from 
renewing the fight in open court, and 
Mrs. Murray grew so faint that she 
was compelled to sit in a chair during 
the trial. Moon appeared calm and 


collected. 
Court Upholds Murray. 

The only evidence about the affair 
was furnished by the principals them- 
selves, there being no eye-witnesses, 
and the recorder dismissed both cases, 
holding that Murray was in the right, 
and that there was no evidence 
against Moon. 

After Police Sergeant Chewning, the 
arresting officer, stated the case, Moon 
was called upon to make his 8state- 
ment. The cabinetmaker wore large 
black goggles to protect his bruised 
eves from the light, and his face was 
still swollen and scratched from the 
blows inflicted by the angry husband. 
In a cool, steady voice he told his side, 
saying. in effect: 

“I have known Mr. Murray for sev- 
eral years. and we have had business 
dealings together. Tuesday night I 


called at his home for the purpose of 
conferring with him on an urgent 
business matter. It was about a con- 
tract for the renovation of the senate 
and legislative rooms, and I found 
that I had to see Mr. Murray that 
night about that special matter. 

“IT knocked on his door, and Mrs. 
Murray answered. I asked her if Mr. 
Murray was at home, explaining the 
reason of my cal). About that time a 
child in the back room called to her, 
and Mrs. Murray left me standing at 
the door. She returned soon and 
stated that Mr. Murray was not at 
home. About that time Mr. Murray 
walked in the front gate, and she said: 
‘There he comes now. When Mr. Mur- 
ray entered the room she said: ‘Mr. 
Moon is here to see you.’ 

Says Murray Struck Wife. 

“At the time I w standing In the 
room near the doofP. Mr. Murray 
brushed past me without speaking a 
word. Mrs. Murray was turning to go 
back tm the other room when he 
caught her by the dress and struck 
her in the face with his fist. I tried 
to separate them, and he then jumped 
on me.” 

As Moon reached the point in his 
statement where he deciared Murray 
struck his wife, Murray bristled up as 
if he would jump on Moon. Mrs. Mur- 
ray was standing at her husband's 
sida and she spoke to him. Murray, 
trembling with emotion, but making 
every effort to control himself, finally 
grew calm. Mrs. Murray then grew 
faint and a chatr was placed on the 
stand for her convenience, 

Denouncing Moon in the bitterest 
terms, Murray's statement was almost 
the reverse to what he told the officers 
after the affair Tuesday night. After 
explaining that he returned home for 
a forgotten piece of music, which he 
wanted to play at the armory that 
night, Murray said in effect:

TROUBLE BREWS. 
FOR JEFF DAVIS 


Senate May Investigate 
His Action About Fee. 


Senator Davis Threatened to 
Hold Correspondents Person- 
ally Responsible If They 
Used Story, But Nothing Hap- 
pened.

Washington, March 3.—(Special.— 
Despite the threat of Senator Jeff 
Davis, of Arkansas, that he would 
meke a personal matter of the publi- 
cation of the story about his appear- 
the house committee ong 
his statement in re- 
gard to the fee he expected in that 
connection, and despite the fact that 
the threat was ignored by every cor- 
respendent in Washington, nothing 
happened today. 

Senators and representatives are 
loath to take official cognizance of the 
statement until it appears in the 
printed reports of the committee 
hearing. Senator Davis requested 
permission to strike out his statément 
about his fee, but was not permitted 
to do so. The house committee in- 
sists that the stenographer’s report 
should go in untouched, several mem- 
bers insisting that they recalled the 
precise language used hy the senator. 

The portion of the sentence which 
Senator Davis wished stricken from 
the record is not the only portion 
of that record which contains refer- 
erce to a fee. 

Representative Robinson, of Arkan- 
sas, at the first hearing, asked Senator 
Davis the nature of the fee, and was 
told that it was a contingent fee. At 
the hearing vesterday Representative 
Pickett, of Iowa, asked if the fee was 
a regular fee or a contingent fee.

Courthouse and Jail at Dallas 
Stormed by 8,000 
Men, 


NEGRO ASSAILANT WAS 
HANGED 10 AN ARCH 


He Was Caught by Mob in the 

“ Courtroom While Awaiting 
Trial—After He Was Lynch- 
ed an Effort Was Made to 
Storm Jail to Secure Other 
Negroes. 


Dallas, Texas, March 3.—From the 
very grasp of the law, Allen Brooks, 
an awed negro, charged with criminal- 
ly assaulting a thrée-year-old white 
child, was torn by fifteen determined 


members of an angry mob of 5,000 men 
today and hanged for his crime. 

Brooks was seized in the court-room, 
where he was to receive the: law's 
justice, tossed through a window to 
the main body of the mob, which 
waited like a pack of ravenous wolves 
for their prey, in the street below. 
His broken body was dragged through 
the streets and he was hanged to the 
Elks’ arch, high above the heads of 
the avenging citizens. The mob was 
led by an old negro. 

Mob Qaiet in Ita Work. 

With it all, hardly a loud word was 
spoken. not a shot was fired, and above 
the dull murmuring of the mob could 
be heard the aged negro’s trembling 
Shrieks for mercy. After Brooks was 
hanged, for nearly three hours Dallas 
was in the hands of the mob. The jail 
was stormed and death was threatened 
to three other negrees. held on charges 
of murder. They had been spirited 
away, however, and after searching 
for them in vain the mob dispersed. 

The crime for which Brooks paid the 
penalty today was one of the most 
brutal in the history of this (Dallas) 
county. His alleged victim ts the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Buveén. 
Immediate!y after his arrest last week 
the negro was taken out of the city 
for safekeeping. He was returned ear- 
ly this morning and taken to the 
courthouse at daylight to await the 
calling of his:case in the criminal 
court. A great crowd gathered early 
and when attorneys for the defendant, 
who had been appointed by the court, 
began arguments in behalf of a pwost- 
ponement of the trial until tomorrow, 
rumors started through the crowd tiat 
a change of venue had been granted. 

Courthouse Was Charged. 

This statement caused one of the 
greatest demonstrations ever seen in 
Dallas county, and the courthouse was 
charged by the mob. Scores of offi- 
cers, hastily summouned, were over- 
powered, the locked doois of the court- 
room were wrecked and tie negro, 
crouching in a corner praying, was 
Seized by the leaders of the mob. 

his was in the second story of the 
bullding. Outside the body of the an- 
gry crowd was waiting. A rope was 
ready with a hangman's knot tied in 
it and when it was announced from 
the window that the negro had been 
taken, the rope was thrown into the 
room. The noose was placed about 
the prisoner's neck and he was pulled 
and thrown to the ground, fighting like 
a tiger for his life. He struck on the 
pavement on his forehead, and, it is 
believed, fractured his skull in the fall 
of about thirty feet. . 

Instantly dozens of men jumped on 
him with their feet and his face was 
kicked into a pulp and he was bruised 
all over, probably dying within a few 
minutes. A score of men seized the 
rope and at the head of the mob 
dragred the negro’s body twelve 
blocks up Main street to the Elks’ arch, 
which was erected during the Elks’ 
national convention here in 1908, where 
it was suspended to a supporting tele- 
phone pole. The police cut the body 
down in about five minutes. It was 
taken to the city hal! and later turned 
over to an undertaker. 

After the lynching there were cries 
to the effect that other negro prison- 
ers in the county jail, especially two,

Mob Storms Jail. 

A march was made to the county 
fall. The sheriff announced that the 
men wanted were not there and al- 
lowed committees selected by the mob 
to search the prison. The negroes 
could not be found, but still they could 
not be gatisfied. They battered at the 
jail door with a steel rail until an 
officer fired a blank shot into the 
ground in front of them. A committee 
announced the negroes were not in 
the jail and finally the mob moved 
away. 

It developed that deputy sheriffs had 
taken the two negroes out of the oity 
in automobiles, and a report by wire 
says they passed through Fort Worth 
en route to Weatherford, Texas. 

The mob announced plans to board a 
trein and pursue the automobiles and 
while they were at the station making 
euch arrangements a report was start- 
ed that one of the negroes wanted was 
in the city hall lock-up. Then fhe 
thousands of men went to that place, 
searching the building, but did not find 
the negro. By that time it was late in 
the afternoon and the mob dispersed. 
. National Guard officers were called on 
this afternoon for assistance and a 
few militiamen were on the streets 
for awhile. Extra precautions have 
been taken to prevent further rioting 
tonight.

Len G. Broughton Pays Re- 
spects to Lighting Company. 


Although the Tabernacle was prac- 
tically unlighted throughout the eve- 
ning, the tenth annual meeting of the 
Tabernacle Rible conference began 
last night under most euspicious oir- 
cumstances.

House tm Darkness. 

Throughout the entire time the 
meeting was in session the spacious 
tabarnacie building was lighted by 
two lone ges jets and as many kero- 
sene lamps. 

The electric lights in the building 
went suddenly out as the congregation 
was filling the church shortly after 7 
o'clock. A transformer, just outside 
the building, had burned out and for 
the remainder of the evening the elec- 
tric lighta were useless. It was an- 
nounced that at least four hours would 
be required to repair the damage. 

Fortunately there were two gas jets 
located near the pulpit. These were 
jiighted and with “several kerosene 
lamps made the front of the room light 
enough for the services to proceed. 

Neither Devil Nor Corporation, 

In making an announcement relative 


to the failure of the, lights, Dr. Len G.f 


Broughton said that he did not pro- 
pose to allow either the devil or a 
corporation to beat the conference out 
of even one service. 

“Corporations have no soui,” he said, 
“and the Atlanta street car company 
seems to be no exception. Were the 
officials anxious to give us light, they 
might’ send men enough here to re- 
pair the damages, but they seem dis- 
inclined to bestir themselves.” 

The minister then announced 
Professor A TT. Robertson 
preach the opening sermon. 

A Talk on Jonah. 

Professor Robertson made a some- 
what informal talk on Joneh, drawing 
from the life of the Jewish missf6nary 
the lesson that it often takes trials to 
bring men to a willingness to do the 
will of God. Jonah, he said, had to be 
carried to the very verge of perdition 
before he was willing to obey the 
Lord’s command to preach to the Nine- 
vites. g

He later called attention to the fact

The Tabernacle was comfortebly filled 
at the opening meeting and only a 
small portion of the out-of-town peo- 
ple have reached the olty.

At the Grand. 

Human nature is so constructed that 
no matter how far a person's ideas 
and standards may have been led away 
from things elemental, he ‘will give 
approval, even though half unecon- 
sciously, when a true note on the scale 
of Life is struck. 

Of course, people ofttimes applaud 
what they, perhaps, would 
not practice in their own lives. But 
there are two kinds of applause. That 
given so unstintedly to Miss Mabel 
Taliaferro, last night at the Grand, 
was distinctly and truly spontaneous. 
The true note was struck in the play, 
Sweet in its utter naturalness. and 
the human nature in the audience 
recognized it. 

In the “Call of the Cricket,” a vivid 
comparison is given between ideas of 
life that spring free and unhampered 
from the heart and those restricted by 
conventionality. Rosalie Keewit. who 
by her vivacity and odd liveliness 
earns the sobriquet of the “Cricket,” 
visits a school friend in New York. 
While here she meets the brother of 
her friend, Norman Marsh, and quite 
naturally falls in love with him. Nor- 
man, though, is engaged to another 
girl, Rena Colbrook, who in jealousy 
over what she considers too serious 
attention on Norman’s part to the 
charms of the Cricket, forces a quarrel 
upon him and finally dismisses him. 

To spite Rena, Norman proposes to 
the “Cricket,” who believes his love 
to be of the genuine sort, and they 
are married. Unhappiness follows. 
Rosalie learns, after a while, tha true 
circumstances of her marriage and 
though bearing her misery with true 
courage, finally decides to go back 
home with her old friend and. adviser, 
Ben Judson. Meanwhile, Norman suf- 
fers a reawakening. Buck, Rosgalie's 
Kentucky lover, comes on the scene 
and Rosalie thinks it is to kill her 
husband. She attempts to protect him 
and this helps in the reawakening. It 
is only when the “Cricket” !s about to 
zo out of his life that he fully realizes 
that he does love her in spite of the 
sophistry with which Rena has poi- 
soned him. She goes—-but she comes 
back in about one minute and throws 
herself into his arms. 

From a strict standpoint of dramatic 
construction, the play has a good many 
weak points. The dialogue, while 
pithy and epigrammatical, does not 
cling closely enough to the main 
theme in parts and causes the action 
of the play to drag slightly. Then, 
too, the minor roles, such as Buck, 
Sam Sheppard and Fannie Marsh, are 
not drawn in clear enough lines. That 
is, they are not made component parts 
of the piece. This, though, is readily 
forgiven. The whole effect is so sweet 
and wholesome that one forgets the 
ragged edges. 

Naturalness distinguishes the work 
of Miss Taliaferro. To her audience 
she seems typically the southern girl. 
She assumes a slight accent, ‘tis true, 
but this only affords a comparison that 
should be made with the others who 
are not southerners. In the scenes 
where she is torn with grief, but is 
endeavoring to hide it, her work shows 
the true finish. Without extravagant 
emotionalism she pictures in a pathetic 
way the struggle of the two storms 
within her, bringing many to tears. 

Miss Taliaferro was given good sup- 
port by Miss Emily Lytton, as Mrs. 
Wrenwood; Miss Lillian Thatcher, as 
Fannie Marsh; William Harrigan, as 
Sam Shepherd, and Joseph Brennan, as 
Ben Judson. The work of Miss Mitch- 
ell was especially commendable. The 
ideas conveyed by her lines’ rested 
mostly on accent and voice shading, 
and she carried out to a true perfec- 
tion a rather uncomfortable part. The 
rest of the cast were aceptable with- 
out being especially good.

WHY YOUNG FOLKS 
FLOCK TO CHTlts 


Greater Chances Are Offer- 
ed for All Degrees of 


Culture. 


Indianapolis, Ind, Match 3.—The 
reason that young men and women in 
the south are flocking from the farms 
to the cities is not that they dislike 
field and stream, but that the cities 
offer so much greater opportunities 
for all degrees of culture. 

This was the opinion expressed by 
Samuel E. Weber, state inspector of 
high schools of Louisiana, today be- 
fore the department of superintend- 
ency of the National Educational As- 
sociation. The enormous hoard of po- 
tential wealth in the thousands of 
acres of uncultivated land in the south 
is to be realized through extension of 
the rural school system, Mr. Weber 
said. 

He did not regard the establishment 
of state agricultural schools of so 
much importance as the institution of 
agricultural courses in the local 
schools, where the children of the im- 
mediate plantations, while studying 
scientfic methods of developing the 
land at their command, can at once 
gain acquaintance with those arts of 
conversation that brighten lLfe and 
that are now eagerly sought in the 
cities. 

Improvement of the rural schools, 
Mr. Weber also believed, would solve 


the. problems of the idle negro in the

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MAIL PAY MEASURE 
FAVORABLY REPORTED 


Bill Provides for Mail Steamer 
Lines to South America and 
Orient. 


Washington, March 3.—The Galinger 
mail pay bill to provide for the estab- 
lishment of matil steamship lines be- 
tween the United States and South 
America, the Philippines, Japan, China 
and Australia, was ordered favorably 
reporte *o the senate today. The 
vote w _factically unanimous. This 
measure is in lieu of a general ship 
subsidy, which supporters of plans to 
increase the merchant marine have 
been unable to push through congress. 

Under the act of March 3, 1891, the 
postmaster general is authorized to 
pay for ocean mall service at the rate 
of $4 per outward mile to vessels of 
the first-class, $2 to vessels of the 
second-class and $1 to vessels of the 
third class. The Gallinger bill would 
permit the postmaster general to give 
the $4 rate to vessels of the second- 
class and the $2 rate to vessels of the 
third-class in order te encourage the 
establishment of steamship lines to 


the countries named.

THREE CRACKERS — 
HAVE WORK-OUT 


Bayless, Walker and Seitz 
Do Well at Hot

Emmet Callan, of Washington. Ga., 
who won the second prize in The Con- 
stitution’s Essay Contest, on which 
player on a baseball team is of the 
most yalue to the team in winning 
games, also picked the catcher as his 
choice. 

Mr. Callan gave some good reasons 
for his choice and his essay on the sub- 
ject, which is a good one, ts as follows: 

“The catcher has the advantage over 
the other players for these reasons: 

“1. Pesition—Belng behind the home 
plate, the catcher has a natural com- 
mand of the entire field—no movement 
or play being made without his atten- 
tion or direction. The first and third 
basemen have advantages over the 
other infielders in respect to the pitch-: 
er, but they are at his side and not in 
direct range With his vision. 

“2. Bignaling—The brunt of signaling 
is placed on him. He has to call for 
all balls and strikes and to notify the 
pitcher when to throw to bases. It is 
he who gives signals for other infield 
plays. 

“3. Help to Pitcher—The catcher 
readily sees a batter’s weak points 
and Knows how best to help his battery 
mate. When a batter comes before him 
he soon knows when a ball should be 
thrown; when a strike: what kind for 
a pop-fly; what for an infield grounder. 
Without his help a young pitcher ora 
wild one is at the mercy of a good bDat- 
ter. 

“4. Holding Runner to Base—Upon 
the catcher fall& the duty of watching 
a runner on base. He must know what 
ball the pitcher should throw to pre- 
vent batter from hitting it and giv- 
ing runner a chancé to steal. Indirect- 
ly all stolen bases are chargeable 
against him, and it is his quickness of 
action that prevents runners from ad- 
vancing bases—and making runs.”

We are not informed 
regarding the extenuating circumstances, if there be any of that nature. 

But we do know that Arkansas, in its own behalf, should demand such 
a searching investigation as would conclusively clear up the present dis- 
reputable and suspicious status. 

The senator is a political mountebank and a demagogue of the cruder 
sort. It is owing to his own state, himself, the south and the senate to 
establish, without delay, whether he is anything more aggravated. 

He should, himself, be foremost in calling for an*inquiry.

The “Poor Man's’ Butter. 

Editor Coristitutfot’ Ih your discus- 
sion of the tax on colored olheomarga- 
rine, or ‘poor man’s” buttér, as you call 
it, you lay special stress on the fact 
that cotton seed oil is uged as one in- 
gredient in the manufacture of this 
product. It is very commendable in 
you to try to uphold the market for 
this product of our oil mills, but you 
are entirely mistaken as to the im- 
portance of cotton seed in the produc- 
tion of oleomargarine. Instéad of 
there being 26 per cent there is less 
than’6 per cent of the total weight of 
the finished product composed of this 
oll. On the other hand, more than 60 
per cent is oleo oll and so-called “neu- 
tral” oll. The former is the low grades 
of beef fats, including tallow, and the 
latter is hog fats from the offal and 
other low grade hog fats that cannot 
be sold profitably as lard, which has 
been neutralized by the use of acids. 

In your efforts to boost the market 
for cotton seed oil you lose sight of 
the effect the sale of oleomargarine 
will have on cotton seed meal, another 
product of the cotton seed. In each 
100 pounds of oleo there is less than 
6 pounds cotton seed oil, but this 


butter that has required several hun- 
dred pounds of cotton seed meal to 
produce it. While you are finding a 
possible market for 56 pounds of cotton 
seed ofl you are destroying an estab- 
lished market for 400 to 600 pounds 
of cotton seed meal. The oll is worth 
25 cents. The meal from $5 to $7.50. 
Is it wise to swap dollars for cents? 

In your discussion you declare that 
oleo is branded and sold as such, and 
therefore there is no deception. In 
this you afte much mistaken. Read the 
news item in The Constitution of the 
lst instant from Chicago, where Judge 
Landis sentenced a man to the peniten- 
tiary for a term of years and fined him 
$15,000 for not dothe just this thing. 
It was brought out in this trial that 
the law’ Is systematically violated and 
that dealers are backed up by the 
manufacturers in disregarding this 
law. 

Those who have kept track of the 
operation of the law that the oleo 
manufacturers now want repealed 
know that it has been a hard fight to 
enforce its provisions, especially that 
part of it requiring that oleo shall be 
labled and sold for what it is and not 
for butter. So persistent are they in 


Violating this law and so little does 
the etuft cost if the 10 cents tax is 
not considered, that butter will have 
no show at all and dairying will be a 
thing of the past if this 19 cents tax 
is taken off. 

It is not quite fair to say that but- 
ter should not be colored if oleo is 
not allowed to be. Yellow is the 
natural color of butter when the cows 
are fed on succulent grass. It then 
needs no artificial coloring, but In 
winter, when dry feed ts all that can 


be had, the color is missing from the 
butter, and in order to have it uni- 
form throughout the year artificial 
coloring is added. This is done te 
meet the demands of the consumer and 
not for the press of deceiving him. 
Butter is sold as butter, whether e6l- 
ored artificially or not. It is never 
sold for oleomargarine. If oleo makers 
would be honest and* not try to sell 
their product as butter there would be 
no kick from dairymen. But they wil) 
not dp it. Their persistence in selling 
oleo as creamery butter led to the en- 
actment of the law putting a tax on 
the colored imitation. Even this law 
has not been entirely effective, as wit- 
ness the case tried before Judge Landis 
already referred to. The profits on 
oleo are so large that the 10 cents tax 
can be paid and a goes margin left 
to pay court fines. If they should suc- 
ceed In cutting off the tax there would 
be another 10 cents on each pound to 
pay fines, so that the labeling feature 
of the law would be a dead letter. 

The effort to give oleo standing with 
dairymen proves entirely too much. If 
60 per cent of the finished product was 
milk, as claimed, it would mean that 
oleo is at least half water. Besides, 
what about ree 20 to 30 cents a 
pound for milk? his does not sound 
well for “poor man's” butter. Accord- 
ing to that formula, 100 pounds of 
oleomargarine will cost about as fol- 
lows: 

60 pounds milk .. . oe 

25 pounds cotton seed oil. .

Total for 100 pounds $3.46 

‘This, you say, would be sold to the 
“poor man,” if there were no tax, at 
20 ¢ents a pound. 

This formula is, of course, not cor- 
rect, But it is not mine. A closer ap- 
proximation -wowld be to say that 65 
per cent is oleo oi] and neutral oi], and 
less than 6 ‘per cent cotton seed oil. 
There is 560 per cent more pounds of 
salt used than there is cotton seed oil. 

It may be true that Dr. Stallings and 
Dr. .Wiley and others may claim that 
oleomargarine is a wholesome article 
of food. Please ask them to explain 
how it is that hog-fat and beef-tallow 
becomes so digestible when put up as 
imitation bugter. It has been my un- — 
derstanding all along that of all fats 
these are least digestible. On the other 
hand, there is no fat quite so easily 
digested by delicate stomachs as butter 
fat. 

I have no defense to offer for poor 
butter. There is ho excuse for such 
an article, since it is quite as easy to 
make it good. But please do not con- 
demn butter indiscriminately and laud 
oleo so highly. The same people who 
made “embalmed” beef are now mak- 
ing oleo. There is no evidence that 
they have a quick conscience when 
making oleo any more than when they 
were embalming meats for the army. 

The Constitution has done much to 
prop up the start that has been made 
in the south towards diversified farm- 
ing. But in this matter we are the 
“noor fellows” that need encourage-

Numerous Trains Still Run- 
ning Late All Over the 
| State. 


Numerous trains are still running 
late all over Georgia, according to re- 
ports received yesterday: by the rail- 
road commission for the’ week ending 
Saturday, February 26, at midnight. 

These reports are now made upon 
spéeciaily prepared blanks sent out by 
the railroad commission, and are in 
little different form than heretofore. 
The present form of report shows how 
many trains were ‘late eéach day of 
the week at all terminal and junction 
points. 

The report of the Central of Georgia 
Railway for the week stated, shows a 
total of 319 delay® at terminal and 
junction points, but in many instances 
these are delays of the same train. 

For ‘instance, the night train from 
Atlanta to Savannah may reach Ma- 
con 30 minutes late, and continue late 
into Savannah. In such case a report 
is made for the delay at each junc- 
tion point, such as Tennille, Wadley, 
Millen, Dover and others.

“Mr. Grogan ts a barber by trade 
and was earning about $25 per week at 
the time of his arrest and detention. 
He is 41 years old and has always en- 
joyed the best of health. He has a 
wife and three children who are de- 
pendent upon his labors for support. 

“Mr. Grogan ciaims that when he 
was carried to the pest house that no 
examination was made of .him by the 
physicians: in charge either on his ar- 
rival there or during the four days 
that he was imprisoned there, nor was

CITY PLUMBING 
URUINANCE VOID 


It Is Discriminatory, 
City Can Collect No 


License.

Atlantas plumbing ordinance is un- 
constitutional and void, according to 
a decision of the supreme court handed 
down yesterday in the case of J. Henry 
v. Campbell, city clerk. 

Henry, who ts a negro and a qualified 
Plumber, could not stand the required 
examination on account of his lack of 
education, hence the city clerk refused 
to issue him a license to carry. on his 
trade, the price of which Is $50. 

He brought a mandamus suit in the 
superior court seeking to compel the 
clerk to issue him a license. The su- 
perior court held part of the ordinance 
unconstitutional, but not suffcilent to 
affect Henry's case and the petition 
for mandamus was denied. 

The supreme court affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court, but for a 
different reason, namely, that a per- 
son cannot bring a mandamus suit to 
require another to perform an act 
which Is not required by law. 

The supreme court holds the city 
Plumbing ordinance unconstitutional 
because it ts discriminatory. In the 
case of a firm or corporation it re- 
iqures only one member to stand the 
examination and permits the firm then 
to employ any number of plumbers who 
have not stood the examination or re- 
ceived certificates. The same require- 
ment is made of an individual, even 
though he may not employ other. 

At present, therefore, the city of At- 
Inta is without authority to collect a 
license fee from any plumber aad 


plumbers may carry on their trade at} 


will. 

If it proposes to continue to collect 
license fee from plumbers a new or- 
dinance will have to be adopted which

'23 MINERS ARE KILLED

Eight Men Seriously Injured,

Juneau, Alaska, March: 3.—Twenty- 
three miners were killed last mid- 
night by an explosion of a powder 
magazine in the 1,100-foot level of the 
Mexican mine, one of the group of 
Treadwell Gold properties on Douglas 
Island.

New Orleans, March 3.—Secretary 
Hester’s New Orleans cotton exchange 
statement issued today covers the 
monthly movement to February 28, in- 
clusive:

UNITED STATES STEEL 
BOUGHT IN BLOCKS 


That Stock ‘Was the Backbone 
of the Market—Rumors 
Floating Around. 


New York, March 8.—Operators in 
stocks still found their advantage to- 
day in working for higher prices. 
The supply of stocks for sale was in- 
creased as the level of the market 
rose, and the profits in speculative 
holdings became more attractive, The 
effect of this was to cause some hes!- 
tancy in the price movement, and a 
final comparative reaction, but the 
manner in which the profit-taking was 
absorbed was regarded as encouraging 
in itself. United States Steel was the 
spine of the market. That stock was 
taken in very large amounts to the 
accompaniment of various rumors and 
suggestions put out without stated au- 
thority. For instanoe, it was asserted 
that extra dividends would be de- 
clared in successive quarters of %& per 
cent in addition to the existing 1 per 
cent quarterly rate; providing, it was 
plausibly added, no disaster shall 
overtake the trade during the current 
year. As the last dividend declared 
of 1 per cent with % per cent extra 
does not come off the stock until the 
fifteenth of the present month, the 
speculation today, based on these ru- 
mors, will be seen to be well in ad- 
Vance of the event. 

Conditions in the steel trade were 
declared to be improving, and large 
orders from the. railroads for new 
equipment were adduced as specific 
evidence of this. Something was made 
also of the personality of. recently 
elected directors of the corporation as 
showing a representation oOn_ that 
board of independent steel companies, 
that argues a further harmonization 
of the control of the industry. 

The news of the withdrawal of John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., from the Standard 
Otl board was cited to prove that his 
withdrawal from the United States 
Steel board need have no Sinister sig- 
nificance. The strength shown for two 
days in the outside market of the 
stocks of the American Tobacco and 
the Standard O1] companies was made 
much of as proving that inside inter- 
ests in these corporations were free 
from anxiety over the outcome of the 
government cults against them. 

The mood of hopefulness was fos- 
tered by the increasin number of 
bond issues being offered by bankers. 
These offerings were taken as an in- 
dex to an improvement in the invest- 
ment situation and as a promise of a 
fostering care of the securities mar- 
kets in general on the part of the 
great banking powers which are un- 
dertaking this financing. The re- 
sources thus supplied to the corpora- 
tions also are expected to keep up the 
consumptive demand for materials of 
Various sorts to be used in the pur- 
Suit of improvements and extensions. 
It did not detract greatly from the 
influence of this factor that stimula- 
tion of the stock market might be 
resorted to in order to further the 
Success of this new financing. The 
foreign exchange situation has a bear- 
ing also on this investment situation 
and the money market outlook. Abund- 
ant money conditions are reported 
from Paris, but there were heavy 
withdrawals of gold for export from 
the Bank of England today. Febru- 
ary entries of imports at the New 
York custom house were $11,000,000 
in excess of February last year, show- 
ing the persistence of the balance 
against this country of the merchan- 
dise movement. 

The prevailing mood of the specula- 
tion was seen in the ignoring of such 
items of news as the calling of a gen- 
eral strike in Philadelphia and the re- 
jection of the Baltimore and Ohio's 
offer to its employees of wage terms. 
The disastrous storm blockades in the 
northwest were without apparent in- 
fluence. Neither was any attention 
paid to the reported curtailment 
amongst southern cotton mills.
